“The first signs we saw of Sam 
was his skis, which he discarded and | 
were standing up on the bank of the 
river. When we left on December 17 | 
there was enough wood in the cabin 
for two days. There was also enough 
grub for one man for two days. By | 
signs around the cabin Sam must 
have made it to our cabin all in and 
badly frozen, around about the first; 
of the year, during that big snow and 
40-below weather, expecting, maybe, 
there would be a chance we would be/ 
there. 

“Sam was an old man, in his sixties, 
and he had been up in the hills set- 
ting his traps when the cold spell 
caught him. 

“He was evidently so far gone that 
he could not go out and cut wood, for 
he burned the stools and the bunk, 
but fought a losing battle and died of 
eold and starvation.

From a practical point of view, it 
is of great importance that we be able 
to recognize the routes taken by dis- 
ease germs. Provided we know the 
routes, we may be able to erect bar- 
riers along the way and so stop the 
traffic completely; the least we may 


be able to do is to delay the traffic, 
and so increase the likelihood of the 
germs perishing before they reach 
their destination.

of the mouth and nose 
carry the germs of the common cold, 
influenza pneumonia, and other com- 
municable diseases. 

Hands that are soiled by nose and 
mouth secretions transfer germs to 
objects which they touch, and if these 
objects are handled by another per- 
son, the germs are transferred to the 
hands of this second person, who may 
carry them to his mouth or nose. In 
this way the cycle is completed, and 
if this action takes place with suffi- 
cient rapidity. there is the real danger 


that living disease germs will be 
spread. 

Another practical danger is 
hands soiled by secretions will touch 
food which is later taken into the 


mouth, without having been cooked, 
and in this way are passed, into the 
mouth of the food consumer, the se- 
cretions of the handler which may 
contain disease germs. 

Knowing these routes, it is obvious 
that, first of all. hands should be kept 
away from the face, and that the 
hands should be thoroughly washed 
before food is prepared or eaten. If 
these simple precautions are taken, 
the hand-to-mouth transfer of dis- 
ease germs will be prevented, and a 
very real danger will be overcome.

SEALS CUT STEPS IN ICE 


Only Way They Can Reach Surface 
To Breathe 


Seals actually cut steps in the per- 
pendicular sides of ice cakes in order 
to rise from the water for the pur- 
pose of breathing. Members of Cap- 
tain Scott's Antartic Expedition re- 
corded that the seals, which formerly 
were supposed to leave the water by 
leaping, cut steps in the slippery sur- 
face with the great canine or eye 
teeth. As soon as the teeth are placed 
in position, the head is moved rapidly 
from side to side until the ice has 
been cut away sufficiently to afford a 
footing for the front flippers of the 
animal. Each step has to be labori- 
ously cut after this fashion until the 
body is far enough out of the water 
to be thrust up the rest of the way by 
a kick of the hind flippers.

Grade Al of Canadian eggs is a 
super-grade and the packing of this 
grade may be done only by producers 
authorized by permit by the Domi- 
nion Department of Agriculture, Ap- 
plication by producers desiring to pack 
this grade should be made to the 
Poultry Services, Dominion Live 
Stock Branch, Ottawa. Grade Al, it 
is explained, was included in the re- 
cent revisions to the Canadian Stan- 
dard egg grades for two reasons—- 
first, to provide a place for eggs 
which, because of production condi- 
tions and speed of marketing, merit 
some recognition over the top com- 
mercial fresh egg grade, and, second- 
ly, to establish a’ grade which would 
serve as an ideal towurds which pro- 
ducers would be encouraged to work. 
Grade Al eggs are not a product in- 
tended for interprovincial trading or 
long shipment. They are produced 
only under careful production condi- 
tions and are marketed without de- 
lay.

‘TREES MAKE STARCH AND FAT 


Canadian trees are well adapted to 
stand the rigours of winter, Some 
trees, such as Birch, and White 
Spruce, form starch in the summer, 
This starch becomes transformed in- 
to fat during the winter, says the} 
Dominion Botanist, and in turn re- 
verts to starch on the approach of 
spring. The formation of fat ap-| 
pears to be clearly an adaptatiqn for | 
withstanding the extreme cold of 
northern latitudes. During winter | 
also the fact that the sap left in the 
trunk and branches has been reduced 
to a minimum is of the greatest im- 
portance to the plant, because, being 
more concentrated, it can withstand 
a much lower temperature without 
freezing. Each year seedlings of 
spruce, pine, and other trees produced 
at the Forest Nursery Stations at In- 
dian Head and Sutherland, Sask., are 


made available to farmers in the 
Prairie Provinces of Canada,

EDIBLE FISH MEAL 


Fish meal is a feeding-stuff pro- 
duct obtained by the utilization of 
surplus fish and fish offal. The pro- 
cess of manufacture comprises (1) 
the reduction of the fish or offal by 
steam-cooking; (2) the separation by 
skimming and pressure of the larger 
proportion of the oil; and (3) the dry- 
ing and grinding of the residue. The 
fish and fin wastes employed must 
be fresh and sound and the several 
operations carefully and thoroughly 
earried out, says the Dominion Chem- 
ist, if a wholesome, palatable meal 
with good keeping qualities is to 
result.—Dom. Dept, of Agric. bulletin
